been working in Paris with the French short-wave 
station. On the last Sunday, she found a mes- 
sage. asking her to be at the station that night. 


Many people were there. . 


The guns were a little 


louder, but everyone was cheerful and talking 
about how close to Paris the Germans got in the 


‘last war. 

When the Director arrived, he ask- 
ed them to get ready to move, as the 
Germans were near’ enough to Paris 
to ‘make it necessary for ' another 
radio station to be got ready in case 
of need. . 

They did not. expect to be away 
long, and she was asked to take only 
one suit-case. It was.then about 2
